The passage 
accords well with the Acts of the 
Apostles, which mentions a de 
eree of Claudius that ‘the Jews 
should leave Rome.’ These ref- 
erences prove the existence of 
Christians rather than of Christ;

we are driven to the improbable 
hypothesis that Jesus was in- 
vented in one generation; more- 
over, we must suppose that the 
Christian community in Rome 
had been established some years 
before 52 A.D. to merit the at- 
tention of an imperial decree. 
About the middle of this first 
century a pagan named Thallus,

abnormal darkness alleged to 
have accompanied the death of 
Christ was a purely natural phe- 
nomenon and coincidence; the 
argument took the existence of 
Christ for granted.

Today’s Surpluses Are 


Tomorrow’s Scarcities 


Today’s surpluses will become tomor- 
row’s scarcities unless the rate of pro- 
duction increase by agriculture and in- 
dustry continues its present pace, say 
students of population trends. In addition 
science continuously will have to come 
up with new <naterials and new substi- 
tutes for the resources that are being de- 
pleted at an alarming rate. 

These facts are brought to our atten- 
tion again by the new progress report, 
“A Look Ahead,” issued recently by the 
University of Georgia College of Agri- 
eulture Experiment stations. It points out 
that except for constant research and ap- 
plication of that research, our standards 
of living today would be far lower. 

In the past 25 years crop yields are 

up 30 per cent, animal production has in- 

creased 25 per cent, and output per man 
hour has doubled. Today 15 per cent of 
the people do the job which 40 years ago 
took 40 per cent. 

By 1975, says the report, another 115,- 
600,000 acres of cropland will be needed 
te maintain present living standards un- 


less present methods are constantly im- 
proved to get more production from the 
soil. 

Upshot of the report is, of course, 
to alert us to the necessity of continuing 
our basic research programs—in fact, 
they must be stepped up. 


What is true in agriculture is also true 
in industry. Georgia schools and colleges 
will be pressed for more and more re- 
search activities and for the personnel to 
carry them forward. The state must meet 
its challenge. 

A legislative committee was ap- 
pointed at the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to investigate the need for 
developing a science center at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. Such a center would 
help the state, reason its proponents, to 
keep ahead of its problems. We have no 
doubt that the committee will justify 
that stand.

He Got Fourteen Years 
For Killing Four People 


A Salisbury, Md., judge has sen- 
tenced a man to 14 years for running a 
red light and killing four people. His 
victims are as dead as if he had mowed 
them down with a machine gun. 

The defendant pleaded guilty to four 
charges of manslaughter, to a count of 
leaving the scene of an accident and to a 
sixth charge of swearing falsely to an af- 
fidavit when he obtained his driver's li- 
cense in 1949. 

The sentence actually sounds light in 
view of the charges. We don’t know 
Maryland law, but assume the judge must 
have given the driver the maximum sen- 
tence. If it is the maximum, however, 
Maryland law should be changed. 

A driver’s license lawfully received 
is not a license to murder, maim and kill. 
When used as such the penalty should fit 
the crime. When the license is obtained 
unlawfully, it sounds like premeditated 
murder. ; 

As long as drivers can escape the con- 
sequences of their actions with light sen- 
tences or reprimands, the toll, on the 
American highways will continue to in- 
crease.

The Washing- 
ton greeting, written at Mount 
Vernon, 25th Dec. 1797, is in a book- 
let ‘“‘Christmas With The Washing- 
tons,’”” which came my way last 
summer in Fairfax, Va. 

With the Washingtors, the Yule- 
tide season began Dec. 25 and 
lasted through ‘“‘Twelfth Night,” 
Jan. 6. George Washington and 
Martha Custis were married on 
‘Twelfth Night,’’ 1759. The wed- 
ding was preceded by fireworks 
from Halley’s Comet, late in De- 
cember, 1758, just as England's 
Royal Astronomer, Edmund Hal- 
ley, had predicted when he trailed 
it in 1682. The famous comet, last 
seen in 1910, is scheduled again 
for 1986. 


For Martha’s children, Patsy and 
John Custis, Santa Claus came late 
that Christmas. Toys ordered from 
the London firm of Unwin and 
Wrigglesworth didn’t arrive until 
March. The shipment included a 
huzzit or sewing kit, a corner cup- 
board, a ‘‘neat’’ walnut bureau and 
a filigree watch for three-year-old 
Patsy. John got a child's fiddle, a 
coach and six in a box, a stable 
with six horses and a toy whip. 

Once the Revolution was over, 
the Christmas with the Washing- 
tons attained a pattern marked 
by the cuisine—the recipe for 
Martha Washington's cake start- 
ed with “‘Take 40 eggs .. .” 
—and by gaiety including the 
General's celebrated Christmas 
egg-nog. But withal there was a 
dominant religious note set by the 
master of Mount Vernon who in 
his boyhood inscribed in a copy- 
book this poem entitled ‘‘On Christ- 
mas Day’’: 


“Assist me, Muse divine! to 
Sing the Morn, 

On which the Saviour of 
Mankind was born; 

But oh! what Numbers to the 
Theme can rise? 

Unless kind Angels aid me 
from the Skies! 

Methinks I see the tuneful 
Host descend, 

And with officious Joy the 
scene attend! 

Hark, by their Hymns directed 
on the Road, 

The Gladsome Shepherds find 
the nascent God! 

And view the Infant conscious 
of his Birth, 

Smiling bespeaks Salvation to 
the Earth.”

Christmas in jail at least is 
warm, and if the jailer’s heart 
thaws there may be special privi- 
leges and something extra to eat. 

Christmas in a hospital can be 
the dreariest Christmas of them 


all. Hospitals are awfully efficient, 


and pain and tedium are the lot 
of the patients rather than joy- 
ous abandon. It can be taken for 
granted that Atlantans in hospitals 
today are there by necessity rather 
than choice. 

Christmas at Grady hospital this 
year is a far cry from Christmas 
at home, but the efforts of several 
groups have saved it from drab 
disaster. There are trees, carol- 
lers, and for the 450 patients there 
are stockings and good cheer. 

Grady’s Christmas has been rel- 
atively gay since 1951 when a 
group of Red Cross workers headed 
by Mrs. J. C. Malone took over 
the celebration. They encour- 
aged others to join them, with the 
result that the hospital is bright 
with decorated trees and other 
symbols of the season. 

There are trees in the wards and 
the halls and the cafeterias. In the 
contagious wards there is a little 
tree in each room. The Gray 
Ladies of the Red Cross hung a 
stocking on each bed last night.

Each stocking had been filled with 
fruits and nuts by the Red Cross 
Motor Corps. 

Eighteen of the trees are in the 
Negro section and 22 in the white. 
The lights, the favors and the 
bright decorations were 
either made or bought by college 
students of the city before they 
went on vacation. Students at the 
Atlanta Division of the University 
of Georgia passed the hat. Groups 
of students at Georgia Tech, Agnes 
Scott, Emory, Oglethorpe; Spel- 
man, Morris Brown, Clark, and At- 
lanta University by hook and by 
crook raised money for this work 
and came down and decorated 
their trees. 

There is a tree in the emergency 
section. This will be the busiest 
part of the hospital today. Cele-

Of the youthful prisoners in 1945, there were 
151 white boys, 72 of whom were ‘‘repeaters;”’

and 29 Negro girls, eight of whom were ‘“‘re- 
peaters.” | 


During the past fiscal year, there were in 
prison 137 white boys, only 13 of whom were 
‘‘repeaters;’’ 132 Negro boys, only 20 of whom 
were ‘‘repeaters;’’ seven Negro girls, only one of 
whom was a ‘‘repeater,”’ and only two white 
girls, without a single girl with a previous prison 
record. 

Would those who talk of juvenile delinquency 
like to know how this stacks up with the over- 
all records of prisoners, including adults and 
juveniles? 

Thirty-three per cent—yes, 33 per cent!—of 
all Georgians sent to prison during the past 
fiscal year had previous records. While the num- 
ber of youths in prison dropped sharply from 
1945 to 1953, adults were increasing to the ex- 
tent that the total prison population on June 30, 
1953, was more than double what it was in 
oy The figures were 6,908 as compared with 
274, 

The older folks aren’t following youth's ex- 
ample. Juvenile delinquency is dropping; adult 
delinquency is increasing.

Truman about knowingly promoting a Soviet spy 
in the Harry Dexter White case, a charge, in- 
cidentally, which President Eisenhower has . 
repudiated. 

Brownell, of course, is a former campaign 
manager of Dewey's. 

The New York governor's action in coming 
out boldly to the defense of Brownell has caused 
Democratic National Chairman Stephen Mitchell 
to renew a charge he made at the time the ac 
cusations were filed against Mr. Truman in the 
White case. He asserted then without qualifi- 
cation that the charges against the former 
president were iInsticated by Dewey, who at 
the time found himse'f in a had political mess 
in New York revolving around racketeering 
scandals with which some of his associates in 
the state were smeared. 

Mitchell is convinced that the whole business 
of the Brownell charges was cooked up hy 
Dewey as a means of diverting publie attention 
from the bad situation he faced with the New 
York Legislature, which met about that time 
to pass qn demands for the resignation of the 
State Senate Republican majority leader and 
Acting Lieut. Gov. Arthur Wicks, who had heen

The public opinion of the world 
that surely played so much a

(One lovely batch of five-dollar bills came from a lady 
with a note saying, “I read with interest about the 
mortgage on Old Babe, the mule. . . . I would like to 
contribute $20 toward helping this familv.”)

Trees were probably intro 
duced into this country about 
1700 by Pennsylvania Dutch 
(Germans), while Yule trees 
came to England comparative- 
ly recently, in 1841. That year 
Queen Victoria and hér German 
consort, Prince Albert of Sax- 
ony, trimmed a tree in Britain 
as a surprise for their chil- 
dren, the Prince of Wales (Ed- 
ward VII) and the Princess 
Royal. 

The first historical account of 


a Christmas tree dates back to 
1604 at Strasbourg, Germany. 
Some attribute the custom of 
decking an evergreen to Mar- 
tin Luther, who had died 58 
years before. But the ever- 
green, symbolizing rebirth and 
regeneration in a bleak season,

Need Equal 


Balance 


By THE GESELL INSTITUTE it 
If you are one of our regular | 


| 


readers, you may be getting a | 
little tired of the concept of age | 


levels. 


This concept of age levels, or | 
stages, is a familiar one to most | 


parents, especially to mothers. 
They know, sometimes to their 


joy, and sometimes to their sor- 
row, that children just have to 
“go through stages,” and that 
sometimes there isn’t too much 
that you can do about it. 


Mothers have known about this | 


kind of thing for a long time. 


But it is only quite recently that | 
psychologists have studied these | 


stages in fairly large numbers of | 
children and have found that | 
(allowing of course for individual | 


differences) behavior is remark- 
ably alike for different children 
of the same age. 


PATTERN OF SHAPE 


Also they have found out that 
there seems to be a pattern of 


_ shape to these changes which 


take place. That is, we have 
noticed that relatively ‘‘good’’ 
ages (ages of equilibrium) seem 
to alternate as the child grows 
older with ‘‘bad’’ ages ‘(ages of 
disequilibrium). (Thus 2% years 
of age, as we have often warned 
you, tends to be a rather bad 
age from many parents’ points 
of view. Things usually improve 
markedly around three.) 

Throughout this week we'd like 
to discuss the fact that at most 
any age, things are not all bad 
or all good. 


| 


We have otten found, in our | 
clinical practice, that it is some- | 
times easier for a parent to ac- 
cept the bad features of an age, | 


when he or she understands a 


little more about what is actually | 


going on. Especia!!y when he or | 


- or she realizes that even the bad | 


ages do have their good features 
(and vice versa.) 


INSECURE, UNCERTAIN 


Thus, suppose your son has 
evidenced himself, quite typical- 
ly, as terribly insecure and un- 
certain when he is three and a 
half years old. He fusses, whines 
and cries. He is unhappy if peo- 
ple ignore him. But if they pay 
too much attention to him he is 
likely to object, too. “Don’t 
look!” and “Don’t laugh!” or 
even “Don’t talk!”’ are familiar 
phrases. In his insecurity he has 
to have everything just exactly 
the way he wants it. He just 
can't seem to stand it to be 
crossed in any way. 

At four, you learn from the 
literature on child behavior, he 
will be more secre, more sure 
of himself, more able to meet

Wher- 
ever gambling exists—and pro running would die in a day without 
it—trickery is inevitable. The stakes or prizes don’t go very high 
and the only way a fellow can clean up is to bet on himself. 

*‘In my own experience, I've known three fellows who waited 
two years or more for the right mark, never going all out in their 


best efforts during that time. But when they were

“Pro running is pretty well confined to the State of Vic- 
toria and mostly to the country towns. It has no future be- 
cause, as amateurism expands, professionalism goes down. 

“Pro running out here just isn’t interesting—unless you are a 
betting man. More aggravating still is the fact that it’s all handi- 
cap racing and the times registered are worthless. I’m a track 
fan and love delving among figures. Imagine how annoying it is to 
learn of a 4:08 mile, only to find that the bloke had a 130-yard 
handicap. He didn’t race a mile at all.

“Pro supporters argue that their stars are world-beaters and 
all that. But the evidence proves our amateurs are far superior 
because they follow modern methods of training.

But the American public, traditionally judg- 
ing sprinters by the 10-second standard, could never be condi- 
tioned to accept it. Incidentally, I think that even before Jack 
Donaldson did 29 61/64 for 300 yards, a more notable professional, 
far before his era, also beat even time for the distance. I refer to 
the celebrated Harry Hutchins of England who was briefly in this 


eountry in the Eighties. 


*‘Lon Myers of the old Knickerbocker Athletic Club was 
the greatest amateur of his day and reputedly a sound 10- 
second sprinter. During Hutchins’ visit (according to what 
both Peet and Farrell once told me), the Englishman con- 
sented to run a secret trial with Myers at 100 yards, provided 
no watches were held on the performance. He spotted the 
amateur nine yards handicap and beat him to the string. If 
Myers ran up to form, that means Hutchins did inside 9 3/5 


seconds. 


“Hutchins must have been very good. I knew some of the old 
pros up around Boston years ago, who touched their hats at the

ZIEGLER PICKS BROWNIES; 
SANTA SWEET TO AUBURN

Frank Ziegler, who has barrelled his 180 
pounds through bigger lines but no better ones, 
picks the Cleveland Browns to win the National 
Football League championship Sunday. 

The erstwhile Georgia Tech fullback simply 
thinks the Browns ape ‘“‘better organized’ than 
the Detroit Lions. 


“That Otto Graham!” Ziegler whews, home 
from his fifth season with the Philadelphia 
Eagles. ‘“‘He’s better’n ever. We beat the 
Browns 42-27 the last time we played ’em, but 
they mangled us 37-18 in the first game. And 
Graham threw the ball every possible—and im- 
possible—way. He threw it while going down 
to the ground, while running to his left, even 
over his shoulder once. 


*‘We only met the Lions once, in an exhibition 
game, and we beat ’em 21-14. They’re tough, 
all right, but where are you going to find any 
better runners and blockers than Ray Renfro, 
Ken Carpenter, Harry Jagade and Marion Mot- 
ley of the Browns? And that George Ratterman 
—he hit four out of five passes against us in 
that last game—must be the best second-string 
quarterback in the league.’’ 

This time last year the blondish Ziegler was 
predicting his own retirement. Now, at 30, he 
feels better. ‘‘I’m still healthy. I just can’t see 
the point in quitting when you feel like going 
on playing.”’ 

The old College Parker ranked fourth among 
NFL rushers early in the season when quarter- 
back Adrian Burk was keeping the Eagles 
pretty well to earth. Ziegler slid when Burk 
was hurt and Bobby Thomason took over the 
T and the Eagles took to the air. But Ziegler 
still wound up with one of his finest seasons yet. 


“The boys from around here played good 
ball,”’ Ziegler added. ‘‘Bob Walston of Georgia 
was a regular offensive end for us, caught a 
lot of passes and kicked field goals and extra 
points. Lum Snyder of Tech played a whale of 
an offensive tackle.’’
